PRIEST MADE TARGET 


OF ASSASSIN'S BULLET 


Father J. K. Fielding Shot At IE Vesti-

CHICAGO, Oct. 19.—An attempt to as- 


sassinate the Rev. J. K. Fieldhg of Cor- 
pus Christi Roman Catholic church, onn 
of the most widely ItnowTi priests in 
America, was made in the church vesti- 
bule at 2.o'clock yesterday afternoon, 
by an unidentified man. 
The stranger 


fired two shots at Fatter Fielding after 
a strangle and- then, made his escape 
through throngs of terrified children, whc- 
were gathering for Sunday school. 


The preservation- of Father Fielding is

Xow men take the long 
walk outside the grounds, stop at places 
uncontrolled by the government, and not 
only drink too much, but often drink 
impure and sometimes, when pensions 
ha\'e been paid, drugged liquors.

attendant evils are a scandal and a pub- 
lic sorrow. 
. "Intemperance is a result. The rem- 
ediable conditions under which 
many 


people live do literally drive them 
to 


drink. Slovenly housekeeping, .a nagging 
wife, food unfit for use, palmed off on 
the ignorant by unscrupulous and often 
pious dealers and so cooked that only a 
cast iron stomach can handle it at all— 
is it any wonder that men rise from 
the table with their hunger unsatisfied 
and that the craving of a wronged stom- 
ach, and the fret of a stormy home send 
him to excessive drinking? 


-Spread Komemaking Art 


"There is the glorious opportunity for 


women who want to help other peopli 
find some way to spread the knowledge 
of good housekeeping, the art of home- 
making, of selecting proper foods and of 
cooking them so they will nourish. That 
is the way to head off excessive drinking. 
All the evils and deaths from intemper- 
ance are a bagatelle beside those which 
result from filling the stomach with im- 
pure or improperly prepared foods, or

temple laws of health. 


"God is an opportunist. He adapts His

commodity clauie in the Hepburn law 
which forbade after a fixed date any 
railroad in operating utilities that is, in 
this case, industries owned by a road in 
competition with the general public but 
excepted from the law lumber and its 
products.

its case, hut the appeal has been taken- 
to the highest court at Washington with 
a request from the government counsel 
that the court give this most important 
case precedence. Should the court not 
do so, judging from the petition of the 
counsel of the government,' there is noth- 
ing in the terms of the law to command 
a precedence of these cases. If this is

The Twilight Zone in Labor Cases. 
Chicago Rrcord-Heruld: 
In the course 


of time the American courts, state nnd 
federal, will evolve a body of doctrim 
and law that will definitely detormim 
tho rights and legal powers of employ 
ers and employed in industrial contro 
vcrsies. At present there is con«iderabl 
uncertainty, even confusion, as to some 
practices, and judges so often disagree 
though all appeal to and rely on thf 
same general principles, that the lay ob 
server, in common with the parties in 
interest, Is distinctly puzzled. 


No court woul'd enjoin a 
peaccfu 


strike where the purpose is to improv 
the condition of the. men directly con 
cerned. No court would compel employ 
ers to retain men they had no contrac 
with and found objectionable. Xo cour 
would canction violence or threats of vio 
]<mcc. As to these and other question 
the ground is clear. 


But the questions as to the right to 


peaceful pickuting, to moral suasion in 
order to induce sympathetic strikes, the 
right to maintain a peaceful boycott, the 
right to demand and enforce by striking 
a closed shop agreement, to name no oth- 
ers, are still within tho twilight zone of 
law. The federal circuit court of appeals 
of this district has just modified an in- 
junction so as to permit peaceful picket- 
ing and moral suaxion of workers by 
striking employes. Some of the state 
courts have held that there is no such 
thing aS peaceful picketing and have en- 
joined <-very form of "watching and be- 
getting." 


A New York appellate court has just 


declared the legality of a closed shop 
contract, if voluntarily made, and the le- 
gality of a strike to compel the observ- 
ance of that contract and the discharge 
of non-union men by employers. Other 
courts have held closed shop contracts 
to be unlawful agreements in restraint 
of trade and hav«> enjoined strikes to en- 
force auch agreements. 


Seme courts refuse to inquire into the 


motives of strikers or the causes 'of 
Btrikes. In Massachusetts the law, as 
iettiod by the courts. is that sympathet- 
ic strikes are unlawful, and that the le- 
gality of any strike depends on its ob- 
ject and motive. . 


Law in any sphere i* a product of evo- 


lution and experience, but in some fields 
tit* evolutitn is very slow.

liament were arraigned.

these words: "Vote for women." 
The 


three leaders of the militant suffragwts, 
Mrs. Drummond, Mrs. Pankhurst, and 
Miss Cristabel Pankhurst, demanded 4 
trial by jury. Their cases were postpon- 
ed until Oct. 21. Police Superintendent 
Wells testified that traffic has been dis- 
organized lor four hours and that eight 
policemen had been injured by the dem- 
onstrators.

Miss Pankhurst acted as attorney for 


Mrs. 
Drummond and Mrs. Pankhur»t, 


and her cross examination of Superinten- 
dent Wells furnished much amusement 
for the spectators. Most of the other 
prisoners were ordered to give bonds for 
their good behaviour, with the alterna- 
tive of imprisonment of from one to two 
months. As on previous occasions, the 
women elected to go to jail. When one 
of them was offered her freedom on her 
personal recognizance she said to the 
presiding magistrate: "You won't get 
any of my money. I wiH go to prison. 
Down with Afquith." Another declared 
that she had not obstructed the police, 
far from it, it was the police who had ob- 
structed her.
